Pittsburgh—Heavy ice, made by 
freezing heavy water, has found its 
first practical use. 
IC Is a good target to shoot at 
- with an atom gun. One of these 
guns is made by setting a positive 
and negative electrode so th at there 
is a high difference in potential be­ 
tween them. 
If electrified atom s are fed to one 
electrode they shoot like 
bullets 
against the other electrode. 
Ice is 
not 
a 
good electrode. 
But the 
heavy ice is so used by freezing a 
thin layer of heavy w ater over a 
metal electrode. 
The atomic bullets used ta shoot 
at heavy ice are heavy hydrogen 
particles, 
the 
stuff which makes 
heavy water when combined with 
oxygen. The result of hits on the ice 
is a nice stream of neutrons, an 
atomic particle used by physicists to 
investigate the structure of m atter. 
C. M. Slack and L. F. Ehrke of 
the W estinghouse Company tell of 
the new ice gun in the Review of 
Scientific Instrum ents.

Prof, Edwin A. Rice leading the 
Alaska tour of boys from the vicin­ 
ity of Arendtsville, describes some of 
their experiences in the following 
lette r:

California's 
finest. 
We 
camped 
Thursday night in a state park on 
Patrick’s Point. 
The ocean w’as 
roaring on tile rocks on two sides 
and in front. 
It rem inded one of 
the roar of Niagara Falls. The for­ 
ester in charge took a great deal of 
palm to show us around and tell 
US bf the things lo be seen as we 
wt nt on our way. He seemed to en­ 
joy our visit as much or more than 
we did. 
“We got into Crescent City about 
IO on Fi may morning and got our 
mail 
which was forwarded 
from 


Reno. We drove up along the coast, 
registered in Oregon about noon, 
passed through Bandon to** what re­ 
mains of it) and stopped for sup­ 
per at Coque lie. Bandon is the town 
that was burned by the forest fires 
last fall. 
Those fires surely must 
have been severe; 
for miles and 
miles there art blackened trees and 
stumps. Much of the second growth 
forest is totally destroyed. 
"Friday we camped al a tourist 
camp north of N orth Bend. 
We 
creased the Columbia at Astoria in a 
Jerry and drove through Alxrd-en. 
Washington, and cam ped 30 miles 
from Olympia. 
We were in a hurry 
to get to Vancouver so we did not 
get our breakfast. 
We drove to 
Olympia and breakfasted on pan­ 
cakes and syrup. We passed through 
Tacoma and S eattle; ate dinner at 
Bellingham and arrived at Van­ 
couver about ft o'clock. 
We found 
a camp run by the most talkative 
woman I ever ran across. 
W ith all 
her talk slit* was very good to the 
boys and we had a pl: astint stay in 
her camp. 
On Monday m orning we called 
a laundry and a wagon came and 
teak our dirty clothes, washed and 
ironed them and delivered them to 
the boat Monday night in time for 
us to take them along on the boat.

drove 
around the city of Vancouver and 
visited Stanly Park. 
One of the 
boys remarked th a t this was Che fin­ 
e st piece of m an-m ade scenery he 
hat) ever seen. 
It is a very pretty 
park and their rose gardens are the 
finest we have ever seen. 
"I ain sure you know by this time 
that I sent you a telegram when we 
boarded the boat. 
Tile trip so far 
has been all we expected. 
Most of 
the way if one did not look out to 
see the water rushing by he would 
not know' he was on a movable ob­ 
ject. However, at one time this a ft­ 
ernoon 
in crossing South Sound 
things were not going so smooth. 


This Is a section of our trip which 
crosses the open sea and it was 
rather rough.

the boys have eaten their dinner and 
report pork chops, beans, roast po­ 
tatoes. cherry pie with ice cream 
and coffee. 
“Tonight we make Ocean Falls, 
where we will go ashore for federal 
hours. 
We expect to go through a 
large paper mill at this stop.”
